In addition to this there are about 
2 0 t hinese in the State Prisons, at public 
cost, and a good many more in the county 
jails, almshouses and infirmaries.

THE ANTI-CHINESE “CONSPIRACY.” 


T h e C a se o f T h o m a s R a ld w in In th e IT. S. 
C ircu it C o u rt—«Judge S a w y e r ’s V ie w s. 
The habeas corpus case ot Thomas 
Baldwin, one of the residents of Nicolaus 
arrested fur conspiracy against the Chinese 
by driving them from that town, came up 
tor hearing before Judges Sawyer and 
Sabin. in the U nited States Circuit Court, 
San Francisco, Tuesday. The Court-room 
was filled with an array- of legil talent 
Consul Bee and attaches of the Chinese 
Consulate, and others interested. A. L. 
Hart, appearing for Baldwin, opened the 
argument, and was followed by Hall Mc­ 
Allister, special counsel engaged by the 
Chinese, and Judge J. YY. Armstrong, of 
Sacramento, General H art closing the argu­ 
ment. 
Judge Sawyer stated that, in view of the 
importance of the case, involving, perhaps, 
peace or international war, a decision 
would be rendered next morning. 
^ The Fosl of last evening says that Judge 
Sawyer yesterday- morning delivered his 
opinion, which required one-half hour 
to read, and after stating that the prisoner 
had been arrested on a warrant issued by a 
I nited States Commissioner, on a charge 
of conspiracy to defraud the Chinese of the 
town of Nicolaus, Sutter county, of their 
rights to reside in that town ; that the ar­ 
rest was made under the provisions of Sec­ 
tion 5519 of the Revised Statutes, the pen­ 
alty upon conviction being a line of not less 
than $500 or more than $5,000, or imprison­ 
ment tor not less than six months or more 
than six years, or both such tine and im ­ 
prisonment, the Court said : 
OPINION OF .llDGE SAWYER. 
“ It seems to me that there can be no 
doubt that the acts charged are within the 
provisions of this section, and if the pro­ 
visions, so far as they embrace Chinese 
aliens, subjects of the Entperor of China, 
are constitutionally valid, they constitute a 
very grave offense against the United States. 
So far as the provisions relate to territory 
over which the United States has exclusive 
legislative power, there can be little doubt 
that the act was valid.” 
The Court then referred to various au­ 
thorities. particularly the Harris ease, and 
said that if the decision in that ease was 
applicable to the facts in the present case, 
the prisoner was unlawfully held and must 
be discharged ; but in this case, the Chinese 
aliens did not rely upon the provisions of 
the Fourteenth Amendment, except as to 
the right to enjoy the privileges of citizens 
of the United States and tlie equal protec­ 
tion of their laws. Referring to the Consti­ 
tution, (he Court read the sections in which 
the rights of aliens were set forth, and said 
that the treaty-making power had the 
tight to grant these rights and immunities, 
and the Supreme Court had held that 
rights given by treaties could be protected 
by Congress. It seemed to the Court that 
the making of the violation of these treaty 
obligations by any combination of citizens 
a crime, punishable as provided by Sec­ 
tion 5519, was properly a provision for pro­ 
tection. 
INTERNATIONAL COERCION. 
’ 
“ Such combination 
to violate treaty 
rights’is a matter not merely of State but 
international concern,” said the Court, 
“ and may well involve the question of 
peace or w ar.” 
Judge Sawyer then read sections from 
the Burlingame treaty to show that the 
Chinese were entitled to certain “ privileges, 
immunities, 
exemptions 
and 
rights,” 
among which was the right to choose per­ 
manent or temporary residence without 
moles ation, and to be protected by the 
laws of the land, and to enjoy the same 
privileges as are guaranteed to' citizens of 
other countries. “ Thus,” said tlie Court, 
“ the United States Government has im­ 
posed upon itself by these treaties an ex­ 
press obligation to exert all its powers to 
devise means to protect Chinese residents 
and secure them these rights.” 
The Chinese residents of Nicolaus had 
rights arising under the Constitution, which 
were violated by the acts charged against 
the prisoner, and which it was competent 
for Congress to protect. 


RETURNING TO THE HARRIS CASE. 
Judge Sawyer asserted that the acts of the 
citizens of Nicolaus were clearly distin- 
..uishable from those of the defendant in the 
Tennessee ease, but that the validity of tlie 
entire section had not been settled, and the 
trouble was that Congress had covered too 
much ground, and therefore made the sec­ 
tion ambiguous. The Court was not in any 
doubt as to the validity of the section when 
applied in the Territories, hut was not sat­ 
isfied regarding its constitutionality in the 
States. H e dwelt at length upon the ap­ 
plication of the H arris and Packett cases its 
decided in the United States Supreme Court, 
and finally concluded that tlie ground cov­ 
ered by these sections did not come within 
the scope of the present case. “ The specific 
question,” said he, “ is one of vast conse­ 
quence to the entire population of the 
United States, and involves the peace and 
good order of society on tlie Pacific. It in­ 
volves the honor of the United States and 
that of peace or war. Titus the acts of all 
public meetings throughout the State, look­ 
ing to deprive tlie Chinese of those rights 
secured to them by our treatv with China, 
by means popularly known as the ’boy­ 
cott,’ if the Act were valid it would make 
all those who participated in them subject 
to punishm ent according to tlie provisions 
If the statute is not valid, there is no way 
of protecting the Chinese in their rights 
except by Section 5503.” 
The Court, how­ 
ever, did not think tiiat that section ap­ 
plied in a case like tlie present. 
REFERRED TO THE SUPREME COURT. 
In concluding his remarks, Judge Sawyer 
said : The questions now presented are of 
too great consequence to be finally decided 
by a subordinate Court. The peace and 
good order of the Pacific coast and of the 
nation require that these questions should 
be promptly presented to and decided by 
the Supreme Court. As there is a doubt iii 
my m ind upon these points, and the au­ 
thorities as they now stand. I shall for the 
purposes of this case rule against tiie peti­ 
tioner, and remand him to tlie custody of 
the Marshal. I do not desire to be consid­ 
ered as finally determining the question, as 
it may he again presented in other cases 
before the authoritative decision raav be 
made in the Supreme Court. My associate 
(Judge Sabin), after much doubt, dissents 
from tlie decision made. Under that cir­ 
cumstance, and the doubts entertained, 
should an appeal be taken the prisoner wili 
be allowed to go at large on his own recog­ 
nizance until the decision on appeal. If the 
case be appealed, and is prosecuted to an 
early bearing, it is suggested that the Gov­ 
ernm ent do not prosecute any cases arising, 
or upon such as have already arisen, untii 
the decision of the Court. 
Let the writ be dismissed and the pris­ 
oner remanded to the custody of the Mar­ 
shal.

It is believed that 
such a gathering in council of representa­ 
tives from different parts of the State will, 
in any event, prove of much benefit should 
the attendance be as large as hoped for. 
To advise more fully of the contemplated 
movement, we quote from the circular of 
the com m ittee:

T he griev an ces o f th e ag ric u ltu ra l a n d o f all 
in d u stria l classes are too num erous an d too fa­ 
m ilia r to lie rep eated here, an d th e necessity for 
rem ed ial m easures are eq u ally a p p aren t.' In 
p u rsu an ce o f these rem edial m easures, w e are 
o f th e opinion th a t a conference should he had 
at as early a day as possible, for th e consid­ 
eratio n o f th e best m eans an d p lan o f placin g a 
tic k e t before th e people for legislative. Con­ 
gressional an d cou n ty officers, w ith pow er to 
a p jo in ta n E xecutive C o m m ittee, w hose duties 
sh all be to call C ongressional an d C ounty Con­ 
ventions a n d perform all acts necessary to" e a r n ­ 
ou t these several m easures. 
R ecognizing th e ru le th a t p artisan politics is 
not a p roiier subject for discussion in th e 
G range, w e assum e th is form o f conference ol 
m em bers as a consultation oi lead in g fan n ers 
upon th e public m atters in w hich the" farm ing 
class is chiefly concerned, a n d w e invoke th e 
aid o t all farm ers, w h e th e r w ith in o r w ith o u t 
o u r O rder; a n d we suggest th a t th e m em bers of 
each sub o rd in ate G range, iu an open m eeting 
h eld for th a t purpose, seieet delegates, no t e x ­ 
ceeding th re e In num ber,w ho sh all be m em bers 
of th e i irange o r such faim ers as w ould be e n ti­ 
tled to m em b ersh ip th erein , to m eet at G ran­ 
gers’ H all, in S acram ento, on T hursday, A pril 
8th, at 10 o'clock a . M. 
We learn that delegates from several 
parts of the State have heen elected. The 
committee express a hope that if the m em ­ 
bers of any Grange in any county in the 
State shuuld fail to meet for the purpose of 
sending delegates to the conference, some 
member of tbe Grange, or some representa­ 
tive farmer front each Grange jurisdiction, 
will be in attendance and give his counsel 
and aid as a representative of his section.

A r r iv a l o f th e R io d e J a n e ir o fr o m C h in a 
a n d J a p a n . 
The steamer Rio de Janeiro arrived at 
San Francisco yesterday morning, with 
dates from Hongkong to tlie 4th of March 
and from Yokohama to the 13th : 
CHINA. 
The Emperor being now over fifteen 
years of age, attd the tim e for his marriage 
being near at hand, the Eight Banners 
have been ordered to find out the eligible 
daughters,between fourteen and seventeen 
of Manchu officials of the fourth and fifth 
ranks, so as to furnish the youth with an 
Empress consort and inm ates for liis Im ­ 
perial seraglio. 
On the 16th ult., there were fifty-three 
steamers, representing over 53,00o tons net 
and twenty-one sailing vessels, represent­ 
ing 14,000 tons net, in the port of Shanghai 
unusually large numbers. 
Troops have been sent front Canton to 
Hainan to assist tlie Imperial authorities 
to collect the taxes, which the m ountain­ 
eers of that island refuse to pay. 
There is a strong ánti-foreign feeling pre­ 
vailing in Canton City at present. This 
statem ent is confirmed front many sources, 
and it is added tiiat the populace seem to 
be as excited as they were before tbe riot 
in 1883. 
I be Y iceroy has received orders to open 
the south reach of the Canton river, blocked 
during the Franco-Chinese war, but he re­ 
fuses to do so. 
Sulphur has been found in abundance in 
the Lienchow district, some two hundred 
miles north of Canton. Specimens brought 
to Canton show the sulphur to be of supe­ 
rior quality, and some of it has already 
been used in the manufacture of gun­ 
powder. 
It is rumored at Canton that Japan is 
making great preparations for war, and the 
Chinese surmise that the intention is to at­ 
tack Corea. Another opinion held by those 
who give credence to the rumor, is that 
Japan deems it necessary to be prepared for 
war, having reason to fear that China will 
attempt to seize upon Lewchew. 
Near to Nam Ning, in Kwang Sai. a 
num ber of robbers and desperate char­ 
acters banded themselves together under a 
leader and raised tlie flag of revolt, giving 
out that they were enemies to the French. 
They proceeded to stir up the people by de­ 
claring that the Government had ceded to 
France part of the territory of China. The 
rising, the object of which was rapine, was 
promptly suppressed by the military. 


JAPAN. 
Negotiations for a tramway 
between 
Y okkaichi and Y'amada are said to be in 
progress. 
The railway between Nagoya and H anda 
has been completed, and was opened for 
traffic on the 1st inst. 
It is authoritatively stated that no case of 
small-pox lias occurred in the town of Na­ 
gasaki since the 23d ult. 


HONGKONG. 
Tiie annual race carnival was held in ex­ 
cellent weather, on the 24th, 25th, 26tli and 
"27th ult. There were huge crow ds of na­ 
tives present each flay and almost the en­ 
tire foreign community. 
The British cruiser I.eamler arrived here 
on the 23d instant to reinfotce the squadron 
on the station. She is powerfully armed, 
and is the fastest man-of-war in the far 
East. 
The Lee Yuen Sugar Refining Company 
is to be wound up voluntarily. 


Ch i n e s e ’ e x c i t e i l 


R e c e p tio n o f t h e N e w s o f th e A n ti-C Iii- 
n e s e K io ts iu A m e r ic a . 
The Hongkong Daily Press of February 
¿2d says: 
A telegram was received by the Tung 
Y\ ah Hospital Committee on February 
21st from San Francisco, stating that fresh 
anti-Chinese riots have taken place in the 
United States. 
It was dispatched bv tlie 
committee of tbe Chong Walt (Chinese 
club) and tbe Chinese Consul-General, and 
is to the following effect: “ We respectfully 
call your attention to the condition of the 
Chinese in the United States. Anti-Chinese 
riots oi frequent occurrence bv the Irish. 
Our property already destroyed" over $500,­ 
000. Many people killed. Merchants’ bus­ 
iness seriously injured. Great suffering 
and destitution among the laboring classes. 
Y\ e request that you immediately issue 
proclamation warning our people not to 
let any Chinese come to United States. 
Also, send a copy of this to Chang Cltih- 
tung, Viceroy, and the Oi Y uk Tong, Can­ 
ton. YY e have cabled Tsnng-li Y anten.” 
This information was circulated among the 
Chinese in the colony without loss of time, 
and the original telegram was forwarded to 
the Registrar-General. Another telegram 
to sim ilar effect was received by the Wing 
Chang Kut (American importers) from tbe 
Ming Yang Ciub at San Francisco the 
same evening. 
The China Mail ni March 2d states that 
the anti-foreign feeling at Canton has never 
been stronger than it is at the present 
moment. So strong is the feeling that a 
foreigner cannot go a short distance into 
the city without being frequently insulted 
and having his ears regaled with the pleas­ 
ant expression “ kill.” 
On this account 
the departure of the Midge, which had 
been ordered away, has been postponed.

This term has the 
advantage of being descriptive of the 
locality indicated and is free front suggest­ 
ing any chilling atmosphere or unpleasant 
breezes. W hen the Northern California 
Immigration Association was first o rgan­ 
ized it was called TlieCentral anil Northern 
California Im m igration Association, but 
the first part of the nam e was soon dropped, 
merely as a matter of convenience, as tlie 
name was thought to be too long. Sacra­ 
mento is in the very center of tbe State_ 
both north and south, east and west—and 
the Association with its headquarters here, 
if its name must be changed, could not lie 
more appropriately designated than under 
the title, Central California Im migration 
Association. 
The term 
“ Upper 
Cali­ 
fornia ’ is not good, and is misleading, 
as the whole of the State north of the Mex­ 
ican line was formerly designated in geog­ 
raphies as “ Upper California,” and the 
name, in place of being an improvement to 
the present title, is far front euphonious, 
and is strongly suggestive of the early un­ 
civilized condition of the coast. 
By all 
means avoid the name of “ Upper Califor­ 
nia, 
and if, in the face of our orange 
groves and successful citrus fair, some 
change must be made to overcome the sen­ 
timental frosty ideas supttosed to be linger­ 
ing around the word "N orthern,” then let 
us call our organization the Central Califor­ 
nia Immigration Association, and abide 
by it.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


^ h lto v s . C h in e s e L a u n d r ie s . 
David Falconer, Secretary of the Execu­ 
tive Committee of the Citizens’ Anti-Chi- 
lu-se Association of Sacramento, recently 
s.-nt to the Troy (if. Y.) Coliar, Shirt and 
J.aun'L i Journal a copy of the constitution 
and by-laws of the Association, together 
with a 'at inent of tlic object sought to he 
attained 
v it. This the Journal published 
in full, ailing editorial attention to it, as a 
matter deserving careful 
consideration. 
Mr. Falconer lias also received a letter 
from I.. >i. Dickerman, publisher of the 
Journal, In which he says: 
“ Y our favor of February 27th was duly 
received. As you will see by the copies of 
Joma d sent you I gave considerable space to 
The article you so kindly sent me, and take 
this opportunity to more fully reply tovour 
inquiries regarding the laundry business, 
its methods, etc. 
" i.sundries of the present day owe much 
of their success to tiiat great and powerful 
factor which lias done so much to advance 
all branches of industry, viz., machinery. 
The inventions in the laundry machinery 
line have kept pace witli those in other 
branches of trade, and for every descrip­ 
tion of work done in a laundry machines 
have been supplied to do the work. An 
examination of the various machines dis­ 
played in the pages of the Journal will give 
you some idea of their character. 
“ It w iii not be many years before liand- 
laundrics will be replaced entirely by 
steam laundries. 
The advantages pos­ 
sessed by steam over hand-laundries. both 
in quality of work and in the time required 
to do the work, is so great that laundrymen 
will bo compelled to adopt machinery if 
they wish to retain their trade. During 
m y connection with the trade 1 have seen 
hundreds of hand-laundries adopt m achin­ 
ery, and every week the list is added to. 
“ The Chinese question is one that the 
laundrymen of the Fast are lighting against 
as well as the people on the J’aciiic coast. 
W hile the num ber of Chinese in the East 
cannot ■ c.¡upare with those in your portion 
of the country, they are nevertheless an 
evil with us as well as with you. About 
two-thirds of the Chinese here in the East 
arc engaui d in the laundry business, lienee 
you can understand tlie desire of the white 
laundrymen to rid themselves of tliis un- 
wholsome competition. The Laundrymen’s 
National A-sociation, at their last annual 
meeting held in Boston in October, 18S5, 
adopten measures looking to relief from 
Chinese cheap laundries, but as yet it has 
been impossible to remove them from our 
midst. The only relief possible from this 
great evil 
is, as your committee pro­ 
pose, by united action on the part of the 
people in replacing Chinese by w hite labor. 
W hen the Chinese find employment gone, 
and trade denied them, then, and only 
then, can the people of this country be 
freed front their presence. 
“ The report of your committee is com­ 
mendable for its spirit and fairness to the 
rights of the Chinese at present in our 
midst. 
Exhibitions of mob law and vio­ 
lence such as recently occurred in the West 
cannot he too severely condemned. 
Such 
exhibitions only create sympathy for the 
Chinam en, and retard the lawful efforts 
made by law-abiding citizens. I siecerely 
ho[«‘ the efforts of your committee will 
meet with success, and that it may prove 
the entering wedge for the solution of the 
much-vexed Chinese question.”

The Secretary of the Board reported that 
from the appropriation of $20,000 for com­ 
pilation of text-books. there had been ex­ 
pended -¡nee the last meeting : For salaries 
of compilers. $1.255: janitor, $25 05; total. 
$1.200 05. 
And the total expenditure of 
that fund to date, as follows:

postage, expressage, $23 37 ; books of refer­ 
ence, $14 3S ; total, $3,550 30. 
The Board adopted a form of title page,

A ll P r o p e r ty M ust he I n c lu d e d . 
The case of Samuel Lavenson vs. J. W. 
W ilson, Sheriff, with Charles M. Frodger 
as intervenor, which has occupied the time 
of Department Two of the Superior Court 
for the past three days, was decided by 
Judge McFarland yesterday, judgm ent be­ 
ing entered in favor of the intervenor, and 
in favor of Wilson for his costs. 
The de­ 
cision is one of more than usual interest as 
a legal proposition. 
The firm of S. S. 
Nathan A Co. made an assignment in favor 
of their creditors to S. l.avenson some 
weeks ago. and furnished a schedule of the 
partnership property. Subsequently it was 
objected by some of the creditors that the 
schedule was not sufficient, inasmuch as it 
did not include the private property of the 
members of the firm, as well as the part­ 
nership property; and at a meeting of 
creditors at a regular proceeding in in­ 
solvency, held under the law of 1880. Chas. 
M. Frodger was elected assignee. The case 
was taken into Court to test which of the 
assignees should act. Grove L. Johnson 
and McKune A George appeared for Laven­ 
son, and W. H. Beatty and Mr. Rothschild 
for the other side. Judge McFarland's de­ 
cision was in effect that the first assignment 
was invalid, the Civil Code providing that 
all property, of every kind and form, 
owned by the insolvents, must be assigned 
nnd put in the schedule. 


PAUL BOYTOy, 


T h e R e n o w n e d , on H is B ig S w im fro m 
K ed B lu ff to S an F r a n c isc o . 
. 
Captain Faul Boyton, the intrepid navi­ 
gator, aVrived at the Sacramento and A olo 
bridge at 11:35 a . m. yesterday, on his 
lonely journey by water from Red Bluff to 
San Francisco. The announcement in the 
R kcoed-U nion that he would reach the 
city at 11 o'clock had caused thousands of 
men, women and children to assemble on 
the bridge, or “ down by the river side,” 
to greet him, but the strong southerly wind 
prevailing interfered with his progress, and 
lie was unable to make as good time as he 
had anticipated. He was met at the first 
bend of the river above the city by a fleet 
of boats, and escorted to the foot of K 
street. 
His progress down stream was 
watched by the m ultitude of people with 
great interest, even the small boy, whose 
devotion to matters nautical had caused 
him 
to 
forget 
to 
go 
to 
school, 
becoming 
so 
eager 
to 
see all that 
was to be seen, with a possible intention 
of getting points for future experiments, 
that he failed to scatter around and become 
a nuisance by his boisterousness. 
In re­ 
sponse to the greetings of the crowd on the 
bridge, the Captain fired 
a detonating 
rocket from the deck of his little tender, 
the “ Baby Mine,” and then used his 
double-hlailed paddle so vigorously that in 
passing beneath the bridge the men in 
boats had to pull a good stroke to keep 
away from him. 
A few yards below the 
bridge he stood up in the water, turned 
around and wav sd a* salute to the assem­ 
blage, in answer to the cheers given. 
As 
he subsided into a recumbent position, his 
rubber suit glistening in the sun, an old 
hunter rem arked: “ W ith 
those 
boats 
around him, he looks like a duck hunter 
who had tumbled out of his boat with his 
gum boots on, and the boys were trying to 
save him .” 
The air in his rubber cise 
made it so buoyant that he floated with 
fully one-third of his body, from head to 
foot, 
above 
the 
surface. 
liis 
face 
only 
was uncovered, 
and 
it, owing 
to the glare of the sun ami the action 
of the 
water, the river 
being 
quite 
rough, was very red. and his eyes inflamed. 
He had made the trip from just below 
F'eather river since 6 o’clock in the m orn­ 
ing, and the high wind, acting uphn his 
paddle and the little metallic boat “ Baby 
Mine" which he tows, and which with its 
load of food, am m unition, etc., weighs 
nearly 100 pounds, had caused it to be ex 
ceedingly difficult work ; but lie had deter­ 
mined to reach the city as nearly on sched­ 
ule time as possible, and the effort wearied 
him exceedingly, and lie appeared to have 
little enjoyment from the cigar he was 
smoking. Near the foot of K street he 
fired another salute, and then landed and 
made liis way in his rubber garb, weigh- 
about forty pounds, having taken in a little 
water, to a hack, and in it to the West­ 
ern Hotel, where he soon made him self 
comfortable. He reported a rather une­ 
ventful trip, but was everywhere well re­ 
ceived. His remarks upon the river and 
the valley through which it pours showed 
that lie had keen powers of observation 
and a habit of intelligently considering and 
comparing the country through which he 
journeys in his own peculiar manner. He 
leaves Sacramento between 3 and 4 o’clock 
this morning, desiring to make Rio Vista 
to-night and Benicia to-morrow night. 


M ile s o f O r c h a r d s . 
One of the prettiest sights im aginable is 
to be enjoyed in driving from this city to 
W alnut Grove, upon the Sacramento side 
oí the river. The road for miles is on top 
of the levee, broad and smooth. On your 
right is the Sacramento river, on your left 
one continuous orchard for a distance of 
over 25 miles. The trees arc all in full 
bloom, delight the eye with their beauty 
and the sense of smell with their fragrance. 
The cherry orchards, at a distance, with 
their pure white blossoms, resemble an im ­ 
mense snowbank, with here and there a 
field of pink, where the peach orchards in­ 
tervene. Fear orchards of immense size, 
also in full bloom, are intermingled with 
those of apricot and plum . Magnificent 
family residences, large in size, of the 
latest and most improved architectural de­ 
signs. newly painted, well kept grounds, 
handsome flower gardens, indicate the 
wealth, thrift and character of the people 
of that section. 
For in an r miles the levee 
is grown heavily with alfalfa, and its 
bright green, sloping hanks form a strange­ 
ly beautiful contrast with the m urky, tur­ 
gid and slickens-laden water of the Sacra­ 
mento. that rolls slowly by at its base. An 
occasional passing steamer, or the White­ 
hall or sailboat of the Italian fisherman, 
busily engaged in taking salmon, are the 
only things that enliven this beautiful 
scene, except the lowing herds of Devons 
and Durhams that graze in the tules be­ 
yond the orchards, or the busy orchardists, 
who are preparing to handle the immense 
crop of fruit that will be gathered this sea­ 
son. It is safe to say that the orchards that 
skirt the banks of the Sacramento river for 
30 miles south of this city are the finest in 
the world, and the land produces more and 
better fruit to the acre. Courtland has be­ 
come quite an important shipping point, 
and has an excellent steamboat landing, a 
good hotel, splendid store. Postoffice, and 
express and telegraph offices. Bump it 
Houston owii the town, fill all the offices, 
and do the handsome by alj. 


S n ir THEM HOME. 


T w o S m a ll B o y s a m i T h e ir F is h in g . 
Steve Bentley, proprietor of a ranch about 
five miles up tlic river, has two little boys, 
aged eight and four years, respectively. 
Last Sunday they slipped away from the 
house, went down the river and began fish­ 
ing from a boat hitched to the bank. The 
fish not biting well, the smaller boy be­ 
came uneasy, and a sudden lurch of the 
boat threw him overboard. His brother, 
though frightened terribly, did not run 
away, but leaned over the side of the craft 
and waited for the little fellow to appear. 
Presently he saw some air-bubbles rising 
to the surface, and, as it is a tradition with 
boys the world over that “ where there’s 
bubbles in the water there’s fish,” he ap­ 
plied the idea to boys, and commenced 
groping in the water, and with such good 
success that he caught hold of afoot, and 
pulled on it for dear life.

T h e L a te s t P r o p o sitio n P r o m u lg a te d b y 
th e G o v ern o r. 
A news-gatlierer of the R e c o b d - U s to k 
yesterday found Governor Stoneman wrest­ 
ling with a formidable financial question. 
H e said: “ I am figuring out a scheme 
whereby I can save the State a cool million 
of dollars, and at the same time forever rid 
ourselves of four hundred Chinese.” 
Such a statem ent naturally interested 
the plumbago wrestler, and he immediately 
besought his Excellency to unfold the plan 
that was to be of such financial importance 
to the State, and which was to rid our 
shores of so large a num ber of the “ little 
brown men.” 
“ All right,” said the G overnor; “ are 
you pretty good at figures?” 
“’I studied arithm etic a little hit when I 
was a boy," bashfully replied the guileless 
scribbler. 
“ Well, put down on your note-book 200. 
T hat represents the num ber of Chinamen 
in our insane asylums. M ultiply that by 
14. the average life of an insane Mongolian, 
and w hat is your product?” 
The interviewer replied, “ Twenty-eight 
hundred, your Excellency.” 
“ Right,” said the Governor. “ Now 
m ultiply that by $350, the average cost per 
annum of m aintaining one of those insane 
Mongolians, and you will have w hat those 
200 will actually cost the State of Califor­ 
nia.” 
“ Well,” said the reporter, “ I find as a 
result of my computation that the expense 
will be $9S0,000.” 
“ Exactly so,” said the Governor. “ Al­ 
most a million dollars to he raised by tax­ 
ation to support those foreign imbeciles 
and madmen. Now, how are we to get rid 
of them , and how are we to save the State 
this large amount of money? No ship will 
take them : we cannot compel them to do 
so. I think, however, I can suggest a 
remedy that will solve the problem effect­ 
ually, within the law, and in a m anner 
that no one could offer any objection. 
We 
have another State institution that has a 
few hundred of those people coutined 
therein who are not insane. 
Now, what 
do 
you 
think 
of 
this 
proposition: 
Pardon those criminals upon the basis 
that each Chinaman pardoned from the 
Stale Prison he conditioned to immediately 
leave the State, upon the Chinese steamer, 
never to return, and to take in his special 
charge one of the Chinese inmates of an 
insane asylum. The State would have to 
provide the passage money for both, which 
would amount to, say $50. The State in 
this way could be ridded of 200 convicts 
and 200 insane persons, for the small sum 
of $10,000. 
No return certificates would be 
issued, neither of the undesirable classes 
would ever return to our shores, and the 
State of California would save over a m ill­ 
ion dollars by the transaction, for the con­ 
vivís as well as insane persons are an ex­ 
pense to the State." 
The reporter admitted that the proposi­ 
tion looked plausible upon its face, but as 
the figures represented a sum of money so 
much in excess of that handled b v 'th e 
average new spaperm an, he could not grasp 
the financial part of it with avidity. 
■’ W ell," replied the Governor, as he 
lighted a cigar which he bad just taken 
from 
a box 
bearing the white labor 
stamp, passing one to the reporter, ” it 
will work, m y dear b o y ; the only thing 
is to provide for the passage money and 
then get the Governor to pardon them . I 
don’t know how easily the first can be 
secured, but 1 am sure there will not lie 
much trouble about bringing about the 
latter proposition.”

The city ordinance referred to 
above refers to whites as well as to China­ 
men, though passed, doubtless with the 
¡alter in view more especially.

it will have little effect, as there is oppor­ 
tunity to evade it by* saying that it was not 
expected, when the burial of a certain per­ 
son took place, that the body would subse­ 
quently be removed, hut circumstances 
called for the removal of the bodv later. 
Mow Wong’s case is like that of many 
white people. He was allowed to kill 
him self because of sickness and destitution, 
but after liis death money that might have 
saved his life was abundant for his burial.
